Feather-Stone 


Quarry Finds 


Rare Deposits 


Bare deposits are being found at 


the Feather-Stone quarry, from time 
to time, in fossils as the excavating 
extends downward. Leaves, perfect 
in design, fish skeletons, small rep- 
tiles and parts of the anatomy of 
larger animals are encased in the 
diatomaceous earth. 


Of course, the entire formation of 


the quarry, which is a spur oi' the 
San Jose hills, is composed of dia- 
toraes, or minute species of marine 
life existing thousands of years ago, 
probably in the Miocene era. All of 
the fossils appear to be salt water 
deposits, the remains either of ma- 
rine life or of animals that would 
inhabit a swampy soil. This condi- 
tion exists not only here, but in the 
diamotaceous earth further north 
on the coast, from which the Fea- 
ther-Stone company also draws for 
material, showing the effect of Dame 
Nature's upheavals along the line 
of a well-defined earth crack. 


Among the petrified remains found 


is a jaw bone, with teeth intact, of 
nn aniuwl piobably the size of a 
lynx; a thigh bone, so slender and 
delicate that it must' have poised 
the graceful body of a tiny bird; 
also long fragments of bones an inch 
or more in diameter which indicate 
life similar to the animals that in- 
fest the swamps of. the Atlantic 
coast. David Starr Jordan, national- 
ly known educator, his visited the 
quarry for tjurposes of invesigation, 
valuing V.he excavations for scien- 
tific bearing on the earlier period's 
of the earth 'B existence. 
These chalky deposits, the remains 


of 
countless millions of minute 


plants, play an important part in 
the economic affairs of life. 
The 


diatomes, cellular by nature, are 
perfect insulators. They also have 


an affinity for water, absorbing 
more than their own'volume, becom- 
ing inert fillers for paint. Combined 
with concrete, the bulk is increased 
without undermining the strength. 
The products of this and similar 
quarries clarify over 90 per cent of 
the domestic sugar. It is also used 
largely in the -filtration of juices.
